R. Nelson Glueck, presi- 
—“ dent of the Hebrew ‘Wnion 
College-Jewish Institute of Re- 
ligion, America’s only semi- 
nary of Reform Judaism, has 
been elected lifetime president 
of the institution. 

During his administration, 
the College, which was estab- 
lished in 1875 by Isaac Mayer 
Wise, the founder of Amer- 
ican Reform Judaism, and the 
Jewish Institute of Religion, 
which was founded by the 
late Rabbi Stephen 8S. Wise 
in New York in 1922, were 
merged to form the largest 
and most influential rabbinical 
seminary in America. Several 
important new departments 
have been established under 


‘his leadership. These include 


the Department of Human Re- 
lations, which equips rabbi- 
nical students with the in- 
sights of the social sciences; 
the American Jewish Archives, 
which collects, classifies and 
preserves manuscripts and un- 
pubiished material relating to 
Jewish Americana and the 
Graduate Interfaith Fellow- 
ship programme which_ brings 
Christian. clergymen. prepar- 
ing for teaching and. preach- 
ing careers. in theological 
schools and churches of their 
own faith, to the Cincinnati 
campus to, study Judaism.

However the announcement 
of forthcoming supplies of 
shoes and textile goods only 
served to increase my disgust 
at the fact that no provisions 
have yet ®&cen mace to , re- 
place clothing coupons of 
people who have had them 
stolen. : 


In July of the past year, 
the contents of my purse were 
removed while I was at work 
in one of the offices of a pub- 
lic institution. Although I im- 
mediately reported this to the 
police and to the Food Con- 
troller’s Office 


later, after repeated visits to 
courts, offices and so on, that 
my food ration books were re- 
issued. As for the clothing 
points I was told that “when 
one’s money is stolen there 
is no bank that will replace 
it, so why should anyone rr- 
fund clothing ration books?” 


Repeatedly I wrote to the 
Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry only to receive the 
stencilled reply, “the whole 
question is’ being reconsider- 
ed.” This was in October. 
Until now, I have not been 
able to buy a pair of shoes 
to replace my summer san- 
dals. In a few weeks my 18- 
month-old son is coming 
home after nine months in hos- 
‘pital with polio. I have ne 
possibility to buy him clothes 
nor bed linen. - 

The Ministry of Trade and 
Industry has been informesa 
of these facts. Is there anyone 
else from whom there is 4 
chance of getting some action”

‘A 1920 graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, he was 
ordained -at the Hebrew Union 
College in 1923 and was award.

Fellowship for graduate study.

II, and Ill of “Explorations in 
Eastern Palestine.” 

Dr. Glueck is a Fellow of the 
Royal Geographic Society of 
Great Britain and a member of 
the Palestine Oriental Society, 
the Archaeological Institute of 
America, the Explorers Club of 
New York and the Cosmos Club 
of Washington.
